voked against them were Invalid. 


The court overruled all general 


demurrers of the defendants, In 
which the main complaint was di- 
rected at constitutionality of the 
anti-trust laws under which James 
V. Allred, attorney general, seeks 
to levy, fines aggregafriK $17,850,- 
000 against 15 oil companies and 
two petroleum associations. • 
The state alleged the defend- 
ants had formed a conspiracy to 
control the marketing of gasoline 
and petroleum products.

Consideration of 
law points has engaged the court's 
attention Intermittently since the 
case was called Feb. 2 last.

SHANGHAI,

Chinese and Japanese negotiations 
for a truce at Shanghai continued 
deadlocked today over the ques- 
tion of Japanese troop withdraw- 
als. 


The Chinese delegates held stead- 


fastly to their decision to accept 
no compromise on this phase of 
the question, declaring this was 
the order of the Nanking govern- 
ment. "They must cither with- 
draw entirely or not at all," a 
spokesman said. "We will accept, 
no gradual withdrawal." 


A spokesman for the Japanese 


said the parleys would be con- 
tinued, however. 
Chinese military authorities ac- 


cused the Japanese of insincerity. 
General Tsai Ting-Kai, poet-gen-

MEXICAN ARCHBISHOP BEING 


GUARDED IN SAN FRANCISCO 


AS POLICE PROBING RUMORS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Mar. 28,—(M

Jimlnez of Mexico was under a 
guard here today- while police in- 
vestigated an alleged plot to kid- 
nap or assault him. 


The guard was thrown about a 
'atholic domlnican father's pri- 


ory, where Archbishop Orozco was 
a guest, at the request of Very 
Rev. Edward J. Whelan, presi- 
dent of San Francisco university. 


Father Whelan told Police he 
had heard of the plot from a 
Spanish speaking priest who had, 
in turn been advised of the al- 
leged danger to tbe archbishop by 
a Mexican nwmber of the church. 


The identity of the Mexican, po- 


lice announced, was kept secret 
for 
fear the supposed plotters 
might attempt vengeance. 


Authorities said the 
infromant 
declared he overheard the plot 
being discussed in a Mexican gro- 
cery and bakery operated by two 
brothers, Bario and Pedro Hac- 


que/;, who came here from Collna, 
Mexico, two years ago. 
The brothers, who convinced po- 
lice they were not .involved, aald 
a picture of the. Archbishop and 
a story of his recent banishment 
from Mexico in a Mexican news- 
paper here had caused much com- 
ment among San Francisco's Mew- 
lean population. In 1917, Arch- 
bishop Orozco was accused of 
scheming against

Mexican 
government. 
He was court mar- 
tilled and ordered deported.

RARE BODY CHEMICAL GIVES 


SPEED FOR MUSCLES; COTTON 


USES STUDIED NEW ORLEANS

NEW ORLEANS, March 28.—(/P) 


—A rare 
chemical which gives 
speed to muscles and may be the 
essence of skill was described to 
the 
American Chemical Society 
today. 


New uses of cotton, from cloth- 
covered highways to possibilities 
of converting the whole plant In- 
to cellulose, also we|c featured at 
the meeting. 


The chemical is phosphagcn and 
is secured by the body. 
It la a 


combination of phosporlc acid and 
creatine, a body protsin product. 
It supplies to certain muscles the 
energy to contract. But it is some- 
thing more than mere energy, 
for apparently some muscles have 
no phosphugen and it is found 
most abundantly in highly special- 
ized, rapidly contracting muscle. 
No effective method of adminis- 
tering this chemical Is known, for 
the discoveries are in their be- 
ginnings. They were reported In 
a paper by R. Adams Dutcher, 
Ph.D., of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, In a summary of recent ad- 
vances in biological chemistry, He 


credited 
Hill, 
Parkinson, Luns- 
gaard and others with revolution- 
inzing former views of muscle 
contracting by these discoveries, 
Phophagon plays the part Of 
an almost lightning-quick trans- 
former between two substances long, 
recognized in muscular activity, 
glocogen and lactic acid. 
Glyco« 
gen is the sugar "fuel1' of muscles, 
an animal starch, poured into mus- 
cle from the blood sugar. Wlien- 
a muscle contractu, some of this 
fuel 
disappears and 
usually is. 
replaced by a.i eqlvalent amount 
of lactic acid. Most of the acid 
quickly dlseappears apparently by 
being reconverted into glycogeh.

Masonry Extends Far Back. 
The speaker declared that the 


order extended back to the days 
when men's hearts were pure and 
their natures simple, and they rec- 
ognized men of equal rank and 
standing and ideals by certain evi- 
dences. Ho declared that freemas- 
onry extended back behind Rome, 
the pyramids of Egypt, and even 
Before the tower of Babel, and 
while the lines were dim and in 
jjaces rather uncertain, the sym- 
bolism remains as a stimulant of 
moral and social virtues that are 
•worthy of preservation. 
AThe speaker declared that the 
ceremonials and symbolisms of the 
cyder rroant nothing alone but as 
representatives of great underly- 
ing truths were important In their 
effects. 
Modern critics 
fall to 


differentiate between operative and 
speculative features of the order, 
the speaker asserted. 
He then 


mentioned several points In con- 
nection with the early days of the 
rder and read a number of charg- 
es formerly given 
to operative 


Masons In the early days, copied 
from ancient documents now de- 


pited in the London lodge, which 


e a number of interesting an- 


on the old form of the order. 


'There Is no gap between the 


emcient operatives and the mbdern 
speculative phases of the order ac- 
cording to Rev. Mr. Ellis, and 
even if the early history of the or- 
der was only mythical, its moral 
truths are worthy of preservation 
and its ideals worthy of emula- 
tion.

the speaker as he completed his 
address, and then the club extend- 
ed a vote of thanks to Dr. T. W.

GREAT IMPROVEMENT 
IN BANK SITUATION 
PAST SEVERAL WEEKS 


WASHINGTON, March 26^W>- 
The great improvement in 
the 


banking situation the past several 
weeks received official notice of 
the federal- reserve board yester- 
day and was attrfbuted to the sev- 
eral reconstructive acts passed bv 
congrss. 


It gave credit particularly to the 
Glass steagall credit expansion bill 
which enlarged the flexibility of 
the reserve system for emergen- 
cies, giving a measure of respon- 
sibility also to the reconsfruction 
finance corporation. 


This agancy now 
has 
made 


loans totaling $234,981,714 which is 
slightly leas than half the amount 
subscribed to it by ttTe treasury, 
and nearly 112 per cent of its total 
authorized 
resources. 
President 


Hoover, himself, announced these 
figures. 
Of the total 126,894,000 


was distributed among 587 banks 
and trust companies; 18 building 
and loan associations have receiv- 
ed $2,917,000; 13 insurance com- 
panies have drawn $5,765,000, while 
13 railroads have been given $46,- 
975,000. 
Joint stock land banks, 


mortgage loan companies and ag- 
ricultural loans accounted for the 
balance.

"In view of the carryover, the 
demand and the prospective pro- 
duction of 1932, it seemed utterly 
impracticable to mar' t the old 
mohair held by the corporation 
through the regular channels. 


In an attempt to relieve It- 
self of carrying charges and to. 
escape the dangers Incident to 
depreciation of Its stock, the wool 
corporation decided that an ef- 
fort should be made to utilize 
a large quantity of coarse and 
low grade old hair in carpet, rug 
and other manufacture, not in 
competition with the regular use 
of mohair. 


"This, of -course, meant a low 
price for the mohair so used,' but 
when it was weighed In the bal- 
ance of restoring the market for 
the producer and the danger! of 
depreciation 
of 
the 
product 
through long holding, the wool 
corporaUsn reached the conclusion 
that to market the coarse hair In 
channels outside the regular trade 
was the best thing that could be 
done. 


"Instead of tht action being a 


depressing Influence on the mar- 
ket, it undoubtedly will be a stim- 
ulus to the market by removing 
the weight of this accumulated 
supply of old, coarse, low grade 
hair from competition with the 
new clip. 


"As confidence in general busi- 
ness is restored, and the mills 
ergaln need quantities f mohair aa 
a result of better business condi- 
tions, the statistical position will 
have been Improved to such a 
point that the mohair producer 
can look forward to better prices 
than if this old hair had been 
held as a threat to the market."
